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CROSS AT CROSSINGS 
How to reduce the mounting toll of automobile 
accidents and fatalities is further considered in 
the July review of the National Safety Council 
pertinently captioned: “W hat’s New in Traffic 
Safety ?” Gathering many statistics the conclu­ 
sion reached is: 
“The cry ing need of the adults is to learn how 
to cross streets.” 
There were 37,8 00 auto traffic fatalities last 
y ear, of whom 15,100 were pedestrians. 
It cannot be too strongly impressed on every 
one, children as well as adults, th at greater care 
should be used in crossing streets. It has been 
emphasized many times it is in the interests of 
life to “cross crossings carefully ,” But in too 
many cases the pedestrian doesn’t use the cross­ 
ings at designated places where there are traffic 
lights affording a measure of safety . 
The walker" may save some effort by crossing a 
street on the diagonal. But by reason of such 
action he is not able to fully see, with one ey e or 
the other, depending on direction. Part of the 
approaching traffic is almost directly behind the 
diagonal street crosser. He is inviting death or 
injury . 
Better vision is insured walkers and auto dri­ 
vers can more easily estimate their car perform­ 
ance when a pedestrian crosses at right angles. 
Crossing straight a street 30 feet wide and 
walking 40 feet in either direction is a total of 
70 feet. Crossing on the diagonal to save time and 
effort will make the distance traveled 50 feet. 
The walker may save 20 feet, but often at the 
risk of life or perm anent injury .

BOOKS OF A LOST AGE 
The boy s of a generation or two ago used their 
geography books as a screen for the reading of 
such adventure stories that were at once alluring 
and forbidden. Perhaps they do not know the 
source of the Nile, nor the principal mountains 
of Russia, but we will be willing to bet any odds 
that the memory of those stirring tales, so sur­ 
reptitiously devoured during classes, will remain 
ever green. 
Their good judgment has now been borne out 
with the q uest of V. Valta Parma, curator of the 
Rare Book Room of the Library of Congress at 
Washington. He is endeavoring to prepare a de­ 
scriptive list of the first editions of the Harry 
Castlemon books, including such titles as “Frank 
the Young Naturalist,” “Frank in the Woods,” 
j'F rank on the Prairie,” “Frank on a Gunboat,” 
“Frank Before Vicksburg” and “Frank on the 
Lower Mississippi.” Also sought are first edi­ 
tions of the “Go Ahead” series, published in 
18 68 , of which “Tom Newcombe” is eagerly re- 


q uested. Mr. Parm a also wants one particular 
book of the “Rocky Mountain Series” — “White 
Horse Fred,” published in Philadelphia. 
The identity of the author of the Castlemon 
books has caused speculation. 
Bibliographers 
give credit to Charles Austin Fosdick, an uncle 
of the New York minister, the Rev. Harry Emer­ 
son Fosdick, although there are some who believe 
th at a Captain C. B. Ashley might have written 
the books. This, of course, is of little concern 
to the y outh of the land. W hat they w ant is 
good, solid adventure with plenty of shootings 
and killings thrown in for good measure, and a 
bigger and better geography book in which to 
hide it.
